The science o f medicine Is y ear after 
y ear beco ming mo re and mo re perfect 
Its dlagtio ses are mo re reliable, and ita 
metho d o f treatment is mo re ratio nal. 
Altho u gh the brain is the chief part 
o f the animal man, y et there are many 
things abo u t the braiu which scientists 
hav e no t y et fatho med. 
Bu t great strides hav e been made n. 
that kno wledge which has o nly within 
rt'ceu t y ears been disco v ered and which 
rev eals to u s what the crau lu m really 
co ntains. Shelv ing what has go ne be­ 
fo re and what has been tau ght as med­ 
ical law, tlie fo lhr^ing Interesting data 
o n ho w the braiu wo rks are u o w what 
is accepted at the present time as thr 
co rrect theo ry : 
The cerebru m—fro nt and to p—Is ths 
chief part o f the brain and the Imme­ 
diate so u rce o f all o u r mental actio n. 
The gray matter o f the o u ter su rface Is 
made u p o f lay ers o f nerv e cells. These 
are the thinking centers. Ex periments 
hav e clearly demo nstrated that each 
co nv o lu tio n has a special fu nctio n, ana 
if destro y ed it canno t be replaced. 
It has also been fo u nd that the left 
side o f the brain Is mo re activ e than 
the right. 
Ho w has that been fo u nd o u t? Well, 
If an epileptic co mmences a fit by 
twitching the fight thu mb o r hand o ne 
wo u ld find its cau se in Its nerv e center 
o n the left side o f the brain. It Is o nly 
within the past few y ears that medical 
men are no w able to make a map o f the 
su rfaer « f the brain acco i^lng to the 
v ario u s f u nctio ci* perfo rmed. 
All impressio ns receiv ed fro m the 
o u ter wo rld, whether thro u gh the me­ 
diu m o f sight, smell, hearing, taste o r 
to nch. are carried direct to the su rface 
o f the brain and reco rded In the braiu 
cells o f their respectiv e area» , while 
all mo v emeu rs aic the resu lt o f im­ 
pu lses fro m the cells In the different 
mo to r area^rf. 


No w, there are « v e large senso ry 
areas in the make u p o f the brain. 
First, sight, which Is the largest, at 
the back o f the brain. Smell, taste and 
hearing hav e their po eitio na at the side 
o f the head in the tempo ral (temples) 
regio n and inner su rface. To u ch has 
its do micile at the to p o f the brain, 
while the large mo to r (giv ing mo tio n) 
area takes np the bu lk o f the middle 
brain. 
These are so splendidly arranged by 
natu re that the mo to r cells o f the lips 
are in fro nt, then tho se o f the band, 
arm au d so o n to the fo o t. To giv e 
y o u an ex ample ho w the senso ry and 
mo to r nerv es wo rk: If y o u to u ched 
any thing ho t o r sha*'p, the impressio n 
wo u ld be co u v ey ed to the senso ry area 
alo ng the nerv es co nnected with It. 
The senso ry cell which receiv ed the 
message wo u ld Immediately co mmu ni­ 
cate with the mo to r ceils to pu ll y o u r 
hand away . 
Why Is it eas'ker to remember an o b­ 
ject than, say . a mathematical fo rmu la 
nr a po em? The reaso n o f this is that 
whereas the fo rmer has impressio ns 
stamped o n sev eral brain centers, su ch 
as sight, to u ch, smell, taste and the 
rest, the latter are stamped o n centers 
which are no t nearly so retentiv e as 
the fo rmer. 
In repeating po etry , fo r instance, it 
Is the so u u d o f the last line which 
su ggests the nex t line, bu t an o bject 
presents Itself to the brain centers 
co ncerned immediately . Yo u kno w an 
apple o r an o range when y o u see It 
becau se y o u are aided in distingu ishing 
It by A set o f centers which are no t 
o nly mo re mimero i^s, bu t qu icker In 
perceptio n. Tho u gh po etry is rev iv ed 
in the sight and so u nd centers. It Is 
no t so well fix ed there as in the o ther 
case, becau se it calls u p fewer cen­ 
ters. 
An apple, fo r instance. Is stamped 
twice Id the o ptic center, o nce as a 
green fru it and o nce as the printed 
wo rd. There Is an o ptic wo rd center 
and a picto rial o r pho to graphic center. 
The po em Is o nly stamped In the fo r­ 
mer, u s o f co u rse it is no t an o bject 
which can be plcto rlally represented. 
The brain is u o tliing less than a big 
albu m o f• pho to graphs and o ther sen­ 
so ry Impressio ns. The prefro ntal regio n 
may be co mpared to a registry o ffice 
wlicre certain reco rds are kept In the 
brain that particu lar pitft is the start- 


Ing place fo r the u jemo i 
7. ’ I'f’we wish 
to recall a su Lijeet the stimu lu s mu si 
pass to the prefro ntal o r registry o ffice 
o f the brain, whence the stimu lu s is 
sent to the brain cells co Dtaining the 
sensatio u a to be recalled. U is like a 
Bignal bo x o n a railway . 
No w, u nless y o u r blo o d be in go o d 
o rder the activ e life o f the brain will 
be affected. 
Blo o d is the no u rishing 
agent, and If it be o f a po o r kind the 
wo rk it do es in the way o f no u rishment 
will be o f a wo rthless character prao ti- 
rally . Po o r blo o d Is an enemy o f the 
brain, bu t happily it Is no t so dlsas- 
Iro u s a fo e as wo rry . jin4hat.^o u hav e 
(ho real enemy o f the"€ riilii. 
Wo rry 
diso rganizes the machinery o f the 
brain and mind and Is little inferio r to 
sho ck, which u su ally paraly zes bo th. 
W’o rry cau ses Irregu lar nerv e actio n, 
and if it be co ntinu o u s it pro du ces a 
So nfu sio D o f Ideas. This depresses the 
cells o f the brain, and the u su al resu lt 
Is if there Is no abatementjn the wo rry 
co mplete failu re o f the brain’s actio n 
and co nsequ ent mental distu rbance. 
Self co ntro l Is the key to preserv ing 
the equ ilibriu m o f the brain au d to 
maintaining its natu ral healthy state.— 
Pearso n's Weekly .

OUR COMPLEX BRAIN 


HOW NERVE MESSAGES ARE CON­ 
VEYED TO AND FROM IT. 


It Ie • Signal Box Which Records 
mad Trainful lie All Sensation—Sci# 
Control the Key to Preserving Its 
Equilibrium. 
The science of medicine is year after 
year becoming more and more perfect 
Its diagnoses are more reliable, and its 
method of treatment is more rational. 
Although the brain is the chief part 
of the animal man, yet there are many 
things about the brain which scientists 
have not yet fathomed. 
But great strides have been made it. 
that knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us what the cranium really 
contains. Shelving what has gone be­ 
fore and what has been taught as med­ 
ical law, the follcrwlng interesting data 
on bow the brain works are uow what 
is accepted at the present time as th* 
correct theory: 
The cerebrum—front and top—is the 
chief part of the brain and the imme­ 
diate source of all our mental action. 
The gray matter of the outer surface is 
made up of layers of nerve cells. These 
are the thinking centers. Experiments 
have clearly demonstrated that each 
convolution has a special function, and 
if destroyed It cannot be replaced. 
It bas also been found that the left 
side of the brain is more active than 
the right. 
How has that been found oat? Well, 
if an epileptic commences a fit by 
twitching the right thumb or hand one 
would find Its cause in Its nerve center 
on the left tide of the brain. It ie only 
within the past few years that medical 
men are now able to make a map of the 
surface cf the brain according to the 
various functlohh performed. 
All Impressions received from the 
outer world, whether through the me­ 
dium of sight, smell, hearing, taste or 
touch, are carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded in the brain 
ceile of their respective areae, while 
all movements are the result of im­ 
pulses from the cells In the different 
motor areg^. 


Now, there are live large sensory 
areas In the make up of the brain. 
First sight, which Is the largest at 
the back of the brain. Smell, taste and 
hearing have their positions at the side 
of the head in the temporal (temples) 
region and inner surface. Touch has 
its domicile at the top of the brain, 
while the large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of tbs middle 
brain. 
These are so splendidly arranged by 
nature that the motor cells of the lips 
are in front, then those of the hand, 
arm and so on to the foot. To give 
you an example bow the sensory and 
motor nerves work: If you touched 
anything hot or sharp, the impression 
would be couveyed to the sensory area 
along the nerves connected with it. 
The sensory cell which received the 
message would immediately communi­ 
cate with the inutor cells to pull your 
hand away. 
Why is it easter to remember an ob­ 
ject than, say. a mathematical formula 
or a poem? The reason of this Is that 
whereas the former has impressions 
stamped on several brain centers, such 
as sight, touch, smell, taste and the 
rest, the latter are stamped on centers 
which are not nearly so retentive as 
tile former. 
In repeating poetry, for Instance, It 
is the sound of the last line which 
suggests the next line, but an object 
presents Itself to the brain centers 
concerned immediately. You know aa 
apple or an orange when you see it 
because you are aided In distinguishing 
It by a set of centers which are not 
only more numerous, but quicker in 
perception. Though poetry is revived 
In the sight and sound centers, it is 
not so well fixed there as In the other 
cate, because It calls up fewer cen­ 
ters. 
An apple, for Instance, Is stamped 
twice in the optic center, once as a 
green fruit aud once as the printed 
word. There Is an optic word center 
and a pictorial or photographic center. 
The poem is only stamped in the for­ 
mer, as of course it is not an object 
which can be pictorially represented. 
The brain is nothing less than a big 
album of’ photographs and other sen­ 
sory impressions. The prefrontal region 
may be compared to a registry office 
where certain records are kept In the 
brain that particular part Is the start­ 


ing place for the memory. * IT’we wish 
to recall a subject the stimulus must 
pass to the prefrontal or registry office 
of the brain, whence the stimulus la 
sent to the brain cells containing the 
sensations to be recalled. It is like a 
signal box on a railway. 
Now. unless your blood be in good 
order the active life of the brain will 
be affected. 
Blood is the nourishing 
agent and if it be of a poor kind the 
work it does in the way of nourishment 
will be of a worthless character practi­ 
cally. Poor blood is an enemy of the 
brain, but happily it -la not so disas­ 
trous a foe as worry. ^iU^hat^ou have 
the real enemy of the wall*. Worry 
disorganizes the machinery of the 
brain and mind and Is little Inferior to 
shock, which usually paralyzes both. 
Worry causes Irregular nerve action, 
and lf it be continuous it produces a 
confusion of ideas. This depresses the 
cells of the brain, and the usual result 
is lf there Is no abatement. In the worry 
complete failure of the brain’s action 
and consequent mental disturbance. 
Self control Is the key to preserving 
Abe equilibrium of the brain and to 
maintaining its natural healthy state.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.
